HIV  CONSORTIA  AND  EARLY  INTERVENTION  PROGRAMS  (EIPs) 

Telling  your  client  that  he  or  she  is  HIV  positive  is  a  difficult  task.    The  client  will  invariably 
feel  a  sense  of  hopelessness.    We  at  the  Montana  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human 
Services  (DPHHS),STD/HIV  Program  are  charged  with  providing  programs  and  services  for 
the  HIV  positive  individual  to  ensure  continuity  and  coordination  of  care.    PHHS  works  in 
collaboration  with  local  city-county  health  departments,  as  well  as  community  based 
organizations  to  provide  the  following  services  for  HIV  positive  individuals. 

I.  AIDS  Drug  Reimbursement  Program  (ADRP)  -  This  program  provides  Zidovudine 
(AZT),  didanosine  (ddi),  dideoxyctidine  (ddC),  stavudine  (d4T),  epivir  (3TC),  protease 
inhibitors  and  pentamidine  to  qualified  individuals  at  no  cost.    As  alternative  drugs 
are  approved,  PHHS  will  investigate  the  costs  and  consider  the  inclusion  of  these 
drugs  on  the  program  (call  for  an  update).    For  more  information  or  an  application, 
contact  Joe  Merrifield  at   the  Montana  HIV/STD  Project,  444-4744. 

II.  Continuum  of  Health  Insurance  Coverage  -  This  program  allows  eligible  individuals  to 
continue  their  private  health  insurance  by  our  paying  all  or  part  (up  to  $200)  of  their 
monthly  premiums.    For  more  information  or  an  application,  contact  Joe  Merrifield  at 
the  Montana  HIV/STD  Project  at  444-4744. 

III.  HIV  Care  Consortia  -  The  goal  of  the  consortia  is  to  plan,  develop  and  deliver 
comprehensive  outpatient  health  and  support  services  to  meet  the  identified  needs 
of  individuals  and  families  with  HIV  disease  within  designated  geographic  areas. 
The  five  consortia  in  the  state  serve  the  governor's  five  planning  regions.    Contact 
the  Montana  HIV/STD  Program  at  444-3565  or  the  contact  person  for  the 
consortium  in  your  area.

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Most  Frequently  Asked  Questions  About  HIV. 

HIV/AIDS 

What  is  HIV? 

HIV  stands  for  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus,  the  virus  that  causes  your  immune 
system  to  slowly  break  down  until  it  can  no  longer  fight  off  infections  or  diseases. 

What  is  AIDS? 

AIDS  stands  for  Acquired  Immunodeficiency  Syndrome,  the  end  stage  of  HIV  disease. 
Once  a  person's  immune  system  has  become  so  damaged  that  the  person  can  no  longer  fight  off 
infections  and  diseases,  those  illnesses  can  lead  to  severe  symptoms,  and  eventually,  death. 

If  my  HIV  test  is  negative,  that  means  I'm  safe,  right? 

Not  necessarily.  HIV  tests  usually  look  for  a  person's  antibodies  to  HIV.  It  takes  the  body 
a  while  (3  weeks  to  6  months)  to  build  up  enough  antibodies  for  the  test  to  find  them.  So,  if  you 
have  a  test  today,  it  really  only  tells  you  your  HIV  status  as  of  a  few  months  ago.  If  you  get  a 
negative  test  today,  but  have  put  yourself  at  risk  in  the  3-6  months  prior  to  the  test,  you  could 
still  be  infected,  but  the  test  wouldn't  be  able  to  tell  right  away.  This  is  called  the  "window 
period,"  the  time  between  becoming  infected  and  testing  positive,  one  of  the  biggest  reasons  HIV 
is  so  dangerous.  That's  why  it  is  smart  to  have  a  second  test  about  3  months  after  the  first.  By  the 
way,  if  you  are  infected  and  have  tested  negative  because  you  are  in  the  window  period,  you  can 
infect  others.  So  now  you  know  that  if  someone  shows  you  a  negative  HIV  test,  hoping  to  get 
close  to  you,  it  really  may  not  mean  that  person  is  free  of  HIV. 

I  am  HIV+  and  I'm  pregnant,  is  my  baby  going  to  be  okay? 

Your  baby  now  has  a  much  lower  risk  of  becoming  HIV  infected,  about  8-12%,  if  you 
use  AZT  while  you  are  pregnant.  Ask  your  health  care  provider  about  it.  Otherwise,  without 
treatment  the  chances  rise  to  about  30%. 

Can  I  get  AIDS  from  a  mosquito  bite? 

No.  Insect  bites  pose  no  known  HIV/AIDS  risk. 

If  a  co-worker  has  AIDS,  am  I  at  risk  at  work? 

No.  HIV/AIDS  can  not  be  passed  on  through  the  routine  casual  contacts  that  are  typical 
between  co-workers.  There  is  no  reason  to  change  your  relationship  with  an  HIV  infected  co- 
worker. Of  course  you  would  want  to  use  universal  precautions  if  the  person  is  involved  in  an 
incident  that  leads  to  bleeding.  You  want  to  protect  yourself  from  blood  contact  by  wearing 
rubber  gloves  if  you  get  involved  in  helping  that  person  with  first  aid. 

Why  are  tests  anonymous?  Don't  I  have  a  right  to  know  if  someone  has  HIV/AIDS? 

No  one  has  a  "'right"  to  know  about  someone's  HIV  status.  An  HIV  infected  person  may 
choose  to  tell  his/her  doctor  or  dentist,  but  the  reality  is,  people  who  are  infected  pose  little  risk 
to  people  with  whom  they  have  casual  contact,  and  in  the  case  of  health  care  providers,  universal 
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precautions  protect  them  from  exposure  to  HIV.  If  an  HIV+  person  wants  you  to  know  their 
status,  they  will  share  it  with  you. 

What  are  universal  precautions? 

Universal  precautions  refers  to  the  protocal  that  prevents  the  spread  of  infection  and  to 
keep  health  workers  safe  when  coming  in  contact  with  blood  and  other  bodily  fluids  and  needles, 
etc.  To  protect  themselves  and  others  they  must  use  protective  barriers  such  as  rubber  gloves, 
gowns,  masks  and  goggles.  In  addition  they  must  use  safe  work  practices  such  as  proper  disposal 
of  sharps  (needles,  sharp  instuments.  broken  glass),  proper  handwashing  and  covering  any 
broken  skin. 

It  is  also  a  very  good  practice  for  non-health  workers  to  know  how  to  protect  themselves 
if  they  ever  come  across  an  accident  or  other  disaster  and  need  to  help,  so  they  can  be  safe.  It  is 
always  a  great  idea  to  keep  a  pair  of  rubber  gloves  and  a  CPR  mouth  barrier  in  your  glove 
compartment  for  just  that  reason. 

I  think  I  may  need  an  HIV  test.  Where  do  I  go  to  get  it? 

If  you  think  you  need  a  test,  there  are  a  number  of  options  available  to  you.  Your  local 
health  department  or  family  planning  clinic  can  either  do  the  test  or  direct  you  to  a  place  that  can. 
You  can  buy  a  home  test  kit  from  any  pharmacy,  although  these  tests  are  typically  $30-$50  and 
you  don't  get  the  personal  attention  that  you  do  in  a  clinic,  where  a  test  can  be  free.  You  can  also 
get  one  from  your  health  care  provider  although  the  results  will  only  be  confidential  and  not 
anonymous.

800-233-6668  or  the  National  AIDS  Hotline  at  1-800-342-AIDS  (2437). 

What's  the  difference  between  anonymous  and  confidential  testing? 

Anonymous  testing  means  you  can  go  into  a  clinic  and  use  a  code  to  identify  yourself  and 
no  one  knows  who  you  are.  You  get  your  results  based  upon  the  code. 

Confidential  testing  means  the  tester  knows  who  you  are,  but  doesn't  share  your  results 
with  anyone  (except  your  insurance  company)  except  you.  unless  you  specify  someone.  This  can 
be  sometimes  problematic  because  insurance  companies  have  been  known  to  cancel  policies  in 
the  past  based  upon  this  type  of  information.  It  is  unlawful  to  discriminate  in  this  way,  but  it  is 
done,  usually  under  the  guise  of  some  other  reason.  The  up  side  is  that  you  can  discuss  your 
concerns  with  a  health  care  provider  with  whom  you  have  a  history  and  trust. 

It  is  important  to  know  that  if  you  have  a  positive  test  for  HIV.  statistical  (non- 
identifying)  information  about  you  is  shared  with  the  state  health  department  and  the  CDC.  If 
you  have  full  blown  AIDS,  you  are  reported  by  name  to  those  entities  (who  keep  the  identifying 
info  confidential). 

What  should  I  expect  when  I  go  for  an  HIV  test? 

You  should  expect  to  be  treated  with  respect  and  concern  by  your  pre  and  post  test 
counselor.  If  you  are  testing  anonymously,  the  counselor  will  not  try  to  identify  you.  He/she  will 
go  over  your  risk-related  history  and  help  you  decide  if  you  really  have  put  yourself  at  risk  and 
need  a  test.  The  counselor  will  set  up  a  time  for  you  to  come  back  for  your  results.  The  counselor 
will  also  be  sure  that  you  understand  what  the  risk  behaviors  are  for  HIV  and  that  you  have  a 
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plan  to  reduce  your  risk  in  the  tiature.  The  counselor  is  someone  you  can  trust  and  count  on. 

The  most  common  HIV  test  is  done  by  taking  a  blood  sample  from  your  arm.  The  blood 
is  sent  to  the  state  lab,  which  will  have  results  for  you  in  a  week  to  10  days.  You  go  to  the  testing 
place  and  get  your  results  from  your  counselor,  who  can  provide  emotional  support  and  referrals 
if  necessary  for  your  future  use.  You  can  typically  see  that  counselor  for  a  while  for  follow  up  if 
you  desire.  HIV  testing  is  a  learning  opportunity  and  a  chance  to  reduce  your  fears. 

There  is  also  an  oral  fluids  test  which  is  becoming  more  widely  used;  ask  your  clinic  if 
that  option  is  available  when  you  call  to  make  your  appointment. 

How  do  people  get  infected  with  HIV? 

HIV  lives  in  semen,  blood,  vaginal  fluids  and  breast  milk  in  a  person  with  HIV.  The  virus 
can  be  passed  from  one  person  to  another  through  any  of  these  infected  fluids.  HIV  can  be  passed 
during  vaginal,  oral  or  anal  sex  with  someone  who  has  HIV.  Sharing  needles  and  other 
equipment  to  inject  drugs  is  another  way  people  get  HIV.  HIV  can  also  be  passed  by  needles 
used  for  tattoos  and  piercing,  or  to  inject  vitamins,  insulin  or  steroids. 

Although  it  is  rare,  health  care  workers  caring  for  people  with  HIV  can  get  HIV  from  a 
needle  stick  injury.  HIV  can  also  be  passed  from  an  HIV+  mother  to  her  baby  during  pregnancy, 
birth  or  breastfeeding.  Before  1985,  some  peole  got  HIV  from  infected  blood  transfusions.  The 
chances  of  becoming  infected  through  a  transfusion  is  now  extremely  small  (2  in  a  million). 

You  cannot  get  HIV  from  casual  contact,  kissing  (deep  kissing  may  pose  a  risk  due  to 
small  cuts  or  gum  disease  in  your  mouth),  hugging,  sharing  food,  telephones,  toilet  seats,  towels 
or  eating  utensils.  Tears,  saliva,  sweat  and  urine  contain  very  small  amounts  of  HIV,  but  not  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  infect  you.  You  can  not  get  HIV  from  donating  blood. 

How  can  I  protect  myself  from  getting  HIV? 

The  only  ways  to  be  100%  safe  from  HIV  infection  are  to  not  have  sex  and  not  use  IV 
drugs.  If  you  are  in  a  long  term  monogamous  relationship  with  someone  who  is  not  infected,  then 
you  are  probably  safe  also  as  long  as  you  only  have  sex  with  that  one  trusted  partner. 

However,  if  you  want  to  be  sexually  active,  use  safer  sex  techniques.  This  includes  using 
a  new  latex  condom  consistently  and  correctly  every  time  you  have  sexual  contact  (vaginal,  anal 
or  oral).  Condoms  with  Nonoxynol  9  give  added  protection.  Call  your  local  health  dept  for  tips 
on  using  condoms  correctly. 

If  you  use  injection  drugs,  don't  share  your  equipment  with  anyone  and  don't  use  any 
equipment  anyone  else  has  used  first.  Use  only  new  equipment,  or  clean  your  equipment  with 
bleach  by  flushing  the  syringe  3  times  with  bleach  and  then  3  times  with  water.  IV  drug  use  is  a 
very  risky  behavior;  consider  getting  help  to  get  off  drugs. 

Where  can  I  get  more  information? 

The  Montana  STD/HIV  InfoLine  is  there  for  you  with  volunteers,  a  health  educator  and 
some  pre-recorded  messages  about  STDs,  including  HIV/AIDS.  Call  1-800-233-6668  anytime. 
You  can  also  talk  to  the  helpful  people  at  your  local  family  planning  clinic  or,  health  department, 
or  to  your  school  nurse.  There  is  no  reason  not  to  have  the  facts,  and  by  having  those  facts,  you 
can  protect  yourself  from  HIV. 

Respect  yourself— Protect  yourself! 
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
